TB Christmas Seal Sale 
In 45th Annual Crusade 


Health Association Release 


The Alameda County Tuberculosis 
and Health Association’s 45th an- 
nual Christmas Seal Sale is now in 
its third week. Much has been ac- 
complished in the past by the pur- 
chase of Christmas Seals, but much 
remains to be done for tuberculosis 
has not yet been conquered—for 
even now in the United States alone 
50,000 lives a year are taken by the 
tubercle bacillus. 

“The earlier the disease is diag- 
nosed the better chance there is of 
‘a.Dermanent. recovery and _ the 
spread of the disease lessened,” said 
Mr. Richard R. Stewart, Alameda 
County Seal Sale chairman. 

“The mobile minature chest X-ray 
trucks, paid for and operated by 
the sale of Christmas Seals, have 
taken 54,491 miniature chest X-rays 
so far this year. 

“The Christmas Seals you buy 
this year will be used to finance the 
association's 1952 anti-tuberculosis 
program,” concluded Mr. Stewart. 


Four Steamfitters 
Die in One Week 


Tragedy struck hard this week 
at Steamfitters Local 342 with the 
deaths of four union members re- 
ported within a period of five days. 

John Purkey was first to die Fri- 
day following a lengthy illness. On 
Monday S. J. Orla was found dead, 
a victim of a heart attack. 

The two other unionists, Rex 
Mitchell and Tom Gourley, were 
drowned Saturday when their boat 
overturned in a raging storm while

) Pablo Bay. 
Mitchell, Gourley and a com- 


panion, Leonard Martin, clung to 
their overturned craft, but Mitchell 
and Gourley lost their grips and 
sank beneath the stormy waters. 

Martin was rescued four hours 
later by the Coast Guard. 

Manuel “Sonny” Cabral, another 
Steamfitter, tried to go to the rescue 
of the trio but his own craft was 
swamped and he was foreed to 
swim ashore.

The university is requesting a 
budget of $73,609,700 for a five-year 
building program for its nine cam-

If the request is granted by the 
State Department of Finance and 
passed by the legislature, several 
millions of dollars will be spent in 
the East Bay Area starting next 
July 1. 

University officials are seeking a 
$25,412,000 appropriation for the 
first year—$6,399,000 of this amount 
to be spent on the Berkeley campus 
| alone. 

Other local institutions slated for 
appropriations are the California 
| School for the Blind and the Cali-

Christmas or year-end bonus and} 
also pay an additional Christmas or | 
year-end bonus according to past | 
practice or an established plan as 
authorized by General Wage Regu- 
lation 14. He can pay one or the} 
other, whichever is greater. 

The $40 bonus payments do not 
have to be charged against wage 
allowed under General | 
Wage Regulation 6, the “10 per 
cent” order.

A nationwide strike involving 
more than 15,000 AFL insurance 
agents employed by the Prudential 
Insurance Company entered its fifth 
day as we went to press Wednes- 
day. There was no sign of a break 
in the strike picture at that time. 

More than 100 members of Insur- 
ance Agents’ International, Local 55 
are affected by the work stoppage 
in the East Bay. 

Efforts to settle the strike have 
been stymied over the matter of 
compensation, 

The union is seeking a substantial 
increase in pay and a boost in the

a week was rejected by the union 
negotiating committee as _ being 
“wholly inadequate.”

Prudential Insurance Agents Continue 
Strike Over Matter of Compensation 


over 50 per cent of the agents 
would receive little or nothing from | 
the offer.” 

He pointed out that “the insur- 
ance agent must deduct from his 
pay all automobile expenses and all 
other incidental expenses such as 
postage incurred by him in selling 
insurance and servicing the policy- 
holder on his debit.” 

So far, he declared, the company | 
has refused to recognize the “grave 
econagnic problem” confronting the 
Prudential agent. 

One company spokesman called 
the union’s demands “neither rea- | 
sonable nor justifiable” while an- | 
other spokesman claimed Prudential | 
agents are the best paid in the in- 
dustry. | 

The strike marked the first time 
that agents ever used this economic 
weapon against a major insurance 
company in the United States.

DRESSING ROOM CHATTER, THEATRICAL EMPLOYES B-82 


—— 


Local Hoodlums Make Life of Theater 
Workers Far From Rosy Over Weekend 


Members of Theatrical Employes 
Union Local B-82 I. A. T. S. E. 
figured prominently in the news 
last week end. 


Brothers Bob Levy and Howard 
Betts were leaving the Paramount 
Theater with Assistant Manager 
Martin Osborn, early Sunday morn- 
ing when they saw Russell Harris 
being beaten by five ’teen age col- 
ored youths. Although Harris was 
a stranger to them, the trio went 
immediately to his rescue and were 
doing a good job until another car 
disgorged five more Negroes and 
another car containing a half dozen 
“pachuchos” entered the melee. In 
Spite the overwhelming odds the 
boys put up a good battle, while 
Assistant Manager Osborn made a 
“strategic retreat” to call the police. 
The odds were too great for the 
boys, although at one time we un- 
derstand Betts was doing a credit- 
able job on five of the attackers. 
Both were eventually knocked down 
and kicked. 


Levy was knocked unconscious 
and at the time of this writing is 
still confined to the Oakland Vet- 
erans Hospital with a possible skull 
fracture. Betts was taken to High- 
land Hospital with a fractured jaw 
and multiple lacerations, but has 
since been released. 

The hoodlums escaped with $9 
which they had taken from Harris. 

The police arrived long after a 
photographer and to date have done 
hothing about it. 

“All was not calm in Berkeley a 
few hours before the foregoing took 
place. Sister Rebecca Jacobs was 
accosted while on duty in the Cali- 
fornia Theater box-office by three 
youths. In the box-office at the 
same time was former member 
James Sincich, the assistant man- 
ager. Recognizing one of the trio 
he dismissed the threat as a gag 
and turned around, apparently to 
leave the box-office. With that the 
spokesman for the trio whom he 
did not recognize aimed the gun at 
his back and pulled the trigger, but 
fortunately the gun jammed. 

Berkeley police immediately re- 
sponded to a call and picked up 
two of the hoodlums and a woman 
companion who police say had 
waited in the car during the course 
of the attempted robbery. 

The arrest came after a dramatic 
90-mile-an-hour chase through a 
residential district of Berkeley, and 
after the occupants of the fleeing 
car had fired four shots at the pur- 
suing officers. The chase came to a 
climax when the getaway car 
crashed into an abutment at Ashby 
Avenue and Eastshore Highway. 

The car contained only two of the 
Suspects and the woman at this 
time. A fourth suspect was picked 
up at his home later. All are being 
held on charges of assault with 
attempt to commit murder and 
armed robbery. The fourth member 
of the gang is also being held for 
parole violation. He is Gordon 


Lyda. The others were identified as 
Ernest Llota, Leonard Roff and a 
Mary Trout. 


Accordins to the local Oakland 
paver Jilota was onoted as saying 
after his cavture that “it’s too bad 
the gun jammed or that guv would 
have been dead.” If the newspaner 
account is correct in listing Llota 
as having made the statement the 
story develops a necniiar twist. 
There is a great deal of similiarity 
between the names Lyde and Llota. 


The twist is as we vointed out 
earlier. that Sincich should have 
recognized another one of them. 
referring to Llota, as he had worked 
as doorman at the Paramount 
Thester. The denh'a twist Is that 
the theater. within their contractnal 
rights, had turned down other @is- 
natches from the union office ot the 
time a job was onen and hired 
Lilota in preference to them. 

It was only last week that we 
had warned our members against 
refusing to comply with stick-up 
men. Nothing could go farther than 
this to vrove our point short of 
death. These hovs weren't plaving, 
or thev wouldn't have exchanged 
shots with the police officers. Don’t 
take chances with your life. 

The intelligence of the trio must 
have been very low. Anvone who 
has worked around a theater knows 
that there is very little money kept 
on hand at-any one time. Gamble 
with the money, it’s insured and 
can be reviaced, Your life may be 
insured, but it can’t be replaced. 
This may sound and is repetitious, 
but under the circumstances we 
would repeat it in every column if 
it would save even one life.

Other meetings this month 
are scheduled for the 22nd at 10 
a.m. and the 2¢th at 11:30 p. m,.. 
The Franklin Theater was sched- 
uled to close as we went to press, 
but rumors are strong that a last 
minute reprieve may save one of 
Oakland’s landmarks. In any event 
Fox West Coast Theaters City Man- 
ager Frank Burhans, speaking for 
District Manager Robert Rothafel 
expressed a concern for the welfare 
of all employes working under the 
jurisdiction of our local and had set 
up tentative machinery to absorb 
those desirous of working in other 
Fox houses. Incidentally we 
understand that Rothafel has going 
on record as saying he is not leav- 
ing the district in the immediate 
future. . . .

\Organized Labor 
Wins Wage Raises 
For All Workers 


WASHINGTON (AFL News)— 
AFL unions which have won out- 
standing wage gains have indirectly 
helped all the nation’s workers to 
get a pay raise. 


More employers without unions 
in their plants are now before the 
Wage Stabilization Board asking 
pay increases for their unorganized 
workers than there are employers 
seeking approval of raises in union- 
ized plants. 

On top of that the Salary Sta- 
bilization Board has now given 
blanket approval for raises for 
5,000,000 supervisory and other sal- 
aried workers to raise their pay 
to restore the differential between 
their earnings and those of the or- 
ganized AFL workers they super- 
vise. 

Foremen and other supervisory 
employes are going to cash in on 
the wage increases won by unions 
for workers, 

They will be permitted to catch 
up in percentage increases, by order 
of the Salary Stabilization Board, 
to restore the customary differen- 
tials, 

As SSB Director Joseph D. 
Cooper explained, the gap between 
supervisors and the employes has 
been “narrowed” through increases 
won by union negotiations. So the 
new order was issued to “maintain 
the historical relationships’ be- 
tween those under jurisdiction of 
the SSB and the Wage Stabilization 
Board.

Although the Permanente identifi- 
cation cards have not been received 
as yet, the doctor in attendance 
accepted the letter which we had 
forwarded to all members in lieu 
of the Permanente identification 
card, 

It is gratifying to us indeed that 
the first report we have received 
under the new Permanente program 
is satisfactory, and we will appreci- 
ate it if any of you who have oc- 
casion to use the program will give 
us your reaction to same. 


Two questions were asked by 
members of the union regarding the 
Permanente Service Plan. One was: 
Will Permanente answer a house 
call for an individual who is not a 
dependent under the program? This 
could mean a mother, father, or 
person 18 years or older.—The an- 
swer it “Yes” Permanente will an- 
swer the call on a private fee basis.

KNAVE IS DISTURBED BY 
HONESTY OF KEFAUVER 


The Knowland Knave in the November 27 issue of the es- 
teemed Oakland Tribune took occasion to slambang the local 
Democratic Council for the miscue on the luncheon which 
Senator Kefauver was to have addressed. 


The miscue to which we refer is that it was suddenly dis- 
covered that there could be no speech by Senator Kefauver at 
the Democratic luncheon because the Senator was bound by a 
contract to appear exclusively under Town Hall auspices. 


Of course, the Knave’s general attitude is that there is really 
no need for having any Democrats, or any funds for Democrats, 
or any luncheons for them. 

The Knave concluded his learned essay on this subject by 
commenting: 

“The Democrats should have no regrets. They have been 
spared the ordeal of paying $10 each to hear Senator Kefauver 
tell them about the crooks he has found in the Democratic 
Party.”

We gather from his comment, that the Knave seeks to imply 
delicately what possibly may be the truth—that if a Republican 
were at the head of a Crime Committee for the U. S. Senate, 
he would carefully refrain from uncovering any misdoings by 
a Republican. 

Our editor is old enough to remember that this assumed 
attitude of the Knave fits in very well with what did happen 
at the time of the Teapot Dome scandals under the Republicans. 
But it has certainly not been true of the operations of the 
Kefauver committee. 

Senator Kefauver has not hesitated to expose Democratic 
officeholders if he, felt the evidence warranted it. 

If the Knave will think this over carefully, he may come 
around to thinking that after all this policy of having an Ad- 
ministration party dig into its own weak points, is really a very 
good one. 

But maybe not! Maybe the Knave is eagerly looking forward 
to some far off day when his party will be in control, and the 
boys won't want to have the uncomfortable precedent set of 
having an Administration honest enough to go after its own 
erring members.

There is still another aspect of the case, however. 

With all due respect to Senator Kefauver, we wonder what 
he himself thinks of the ethics of having a United States Sena- 
tor sign an exclusive contract to appear only at a certain spot 
under certain auspices in a, given area for a given period? 

Certainly a United States Senator, in our opinion, ought to 
be free to talk to fellow members of his own party during any 
given week at any given spot in the country he happens to be in. 

If Senator Knowland should go somewhere to address some 
buddies of his under a dinner-speaking contract, some such 
group of his buiddies as the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, for instance, or the American Medical Association. we 
feel that he ought to be free to speak to a luncheon of his fellow 
Republicans as well. 

This is without implying that Senator Knowland ever did 
operate under such a contract. It’s just a hypothetical case. 
Of course, the Knave might well reply that members of NAM 
are automatically Republicans, anyway. 

But there is a point here. While the salaries of our Senators 
may not be tremendous. a lot of people are going to feel that 
no Senator should tie himself up with any suth commercial 
contract that is so drastic in its exclusiveness. 

Senator Kefauver is a man of great integrity, and we feally 
wonder what his own thoughts on this matter are. 


WE’RE NOT IMPORTANT! 


“In another column on this page we publish an announcement 
by the American Federation of Labor that it is consolidating 
its Weekly News Service and the League Reporter. 

The consolidated publication will be called the AFL News- 
Reporter. 

The Weekly News Service has long been a clipsheet sent to 
editors of AFL papers. From this they clip the AFL news items 
which interest them, and run them in their papers. 

The League Reporter is quite a different publication. It has 
had more general circulation. It has been put out under the 
auspices of the Labor League for Political Education, the AFL’s 
political branch. 

The merger of the two publications is the result of a decision 
made by the AFL convention in San Francisco this year. That 
deicsion was to “finance the Leaque’s educational activities out 
of the Federation’s general fund.” 

This merger is all to the good. But it does seem advisable to 
call attention to the root cause of it. That root cause is un- 
doubtedly the fact that so few AFL people condescended to 
contribute money to the Labor League for Political Education. 
So now the Federation has to take over the load directly. 

AFL Secretary George Meany was right when he said 
recently: 

“Let's be brutally frank about it.... We are not important. 
How are we going to become important? We are going to be- 
come important by getting our people to vote! ... We are 
going to get our people to vote.” 

That's plain talking from the top. And plain talking from the 
top, plus plain hard work by us at the bottom, is what's needed.

DAILY NEWSPAPERS have 
often been accused of anti-labor 
prejudice—and rightly so. However, 
it is not so generally appreciated 
that another important American 
institution is also riddled with this 
same prejudice. 

We are referring, of course, to 
our public school system. 

Writing in a recent issue of the 
Machinists Monthly Journal, George 
Hampel, Jr., flatly declares that 
“Since the first public school opened 
its doors in the United States, big 
business interests have been sitting 
in the nation’s schools.” 

In fact, he states, that up until 
very recently the accomplishments 
of both laborets and labor, unions 
had been completely ignored by the 
schools.

THIS BIG BUSINESS influence, 
Hampel claims, has been increased 
through the “conscious efforts” of 
such organizations as the National 
Association of anufacturers, Ac- 
cording to ampel, the NAM 
spends, on the average, a million 
dollars a day to make school kids 
believe that what is good for big 
business is good for them, 

The NAM, in fact, boasts that 
many students are taught the his- 
tory of the American Labor move- 
ment from an NAM booklet. 

Although the NAM is the most 
potent factor in the distribution of 


anti-labor propaganda in our 
schools, it is not alone. 
Several other corporations like 


the U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
also contribute their bits toward 
warping the thoughts of American 
students. 


WITH ALL THIS, Hampel as- 
serts, the picture is far from dark. 


He lists a few reasons for his 
optimism. 
Labor, he declares, has always 


been a strong supporter of public 
schools. But not until recent years 
has labor paid much attention to 
the content of education. 

Today, labor representatives are 
appearing before school boards de- 
manding that students be given 
both sides of the story. 

Many high school teachers are 
becoming aware that their pupils 
require some knowledge about la- 
bor and labor unions since most of 
the students, on graduating, are 
going to work in stores, offices and 
industries that have unions. 

In addition, teachers are learning 
about unions through the American 
Federation of Teachers to which 
many of them belong. 

The author of the article gives a 
concrete example of what took 
place in the Superior, Wisconsin, 
schools as a result of the growing 
interest of labor in the content of 
educa ion. 

In that midwest city, the schools 
launched a new course for 11th 
grade Cunite called “Organized La- 
bor apd 
Life.” ; 

Hanjpel also claims that similar 
experiments are being conducted in 
several other American cities. 


its Importance to Civic 


HOWEVER, THE AUTHOR em- 
phasizes that labor has a tough road 
ahead before it will get a hearing 
in the schools equal to that given 
to management. 

Hampel makes the telling point 
when he asserts that labor does not 
want the schools to propagandize 
for it. All labor wants is the right 
to present its case on an equal basis 
with management. 

“That,” claims Hampel, “is the 
American way!”

WARN UNIONS NOT 
TO WAIVE RIGHTS 
IN GENERALITIES 


State Building Trades Report 
«Someone smart has said that 
nothing is certain but change. 
When we are getting what we want 
at the moment, we sometimes for- 
get this. 

It has been a habit among some 
unions to state optimistically and 
generously in their agreements that 
they waive their right to bargain 
on certain issues during the life of 
the agreement, without stating 
specifically, exactly, and in detail 
just what right they waive. 

One agreement waived bargain- 
ing on any subject pertaining to 
rates of pay, hours or other terms 
and conditions of employment, 
whether covered by the contract or 
not. 

Then the union decided it wanted 
a union shop; the company re- 
minded them of the agreement 
waiver, and refused to bargain dur- 
ing its term. 

The NLRB upheld the company 
—it was under no obligation, be- 
cause of the waiver, to bargain 
about a union-security clause. The 
term “union-security clause” cer- 
tainly includes “conditions of em- 


ployment,” and bargaining rights 
on those conditions had been 
waived.

NEVER LIKE THIS 


Labor Railmen’s Weekly 

The U. S. Air Force is giving 
away $2,000,000,000 worth of ma- 
chine tools at Marietta, Georgia, 
and will give away almost as much 
more at Omaha, Nebraska, making 
a total of nearly $4,000,000,000, the 
“Wall Street Journal” reported this 
week. 

It says the expensive tools are 
being handed out free to American, 
British and Canadian corporations 
including some of the biggest, such 
as Ford, Chrysler, General Motors, 
General Electric, and Boeing Air- 
craft. 

In addition to giving the tools, 
Uncle Sam pays the freight costs 
of shipping them to the corpora- 
tions. 

This is being done, the report ex- 
plains, to speed up defense produc- 
tion. It does not explain why the 
big corporations could not afford to 
pay something for the tools. 

When they were bought during 
the Second World War, they cost 
the government much less than 
$4,000,000,000, but the Wall Street 
paper says that is their market 
value now.

BANK EMBEZZLERS 
GET OFF EASY IN 
AMERICAN PRESS 


Labor's League for Political Education 
The newspapers are trying to 
make a Teapot Dome out of a mink 
coat. They would have you believe 


every little government clerk has 
no ethics and few morals. 
But isn’t it strange that they 


keep quiet about the wave of bank 
embezzlements that have taken 
place across the country recently? 
Embezzlement is a fancy word for 
stealing by bankers. 

In one case, according to a report 
by FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
released October 3, a bank suffered 
a shortage of $2,398,863.85. Another 
bank was found to be $1,500,000 
short. Still another was short by 
$550,000. F 

Hoover said there have been 115 
convictions for embezzlement dur- 
ing the first eight months of this 
year. An additional 311 embezzle- 
ment cases were opened in the last 
three months. 

And a chart of the Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation (FDIC) 
shows an “alarming” increase in 
embezzlement. 

They more than doubled from 
1946 through 1950. 

Were these facts reported in your 
paper? Did you see an editorial in 
your paper—or anywhere else—im- 
plying that bankers have no ethics 
and morals?

With the highly publicized investigations into the loyalty of Americans, 
the term “guilt-by-association” is becoming increasingly familiar. Une 
fortunately, not everybody understands what it means. I have seen let- 
ters in the newspapers from angry gentlemen declaring that of course 
a person is known by the company he keeps, and only agents of Moscow 
would question the validity of guilt-by-association. 

The angry letter-writers have a point. A man is known by the groups 
hé frequents, and if they are second-story men, we are quite justified in 
locking the windows. But they miss the real point. I therefore propose 
a change in the phrasing. A more accuratt term would be “guilt-by- 
verbal-association,” for the trouble is primarily word trouble, not phys- 
ical association. Here is a specific and notorious example, put in the 
form of a syllogism to sharpen the logic: 

COMMUNISTS ARE IN FAVOR OF GOVERNMENT HOUSING. 

SENATOR TAFT IS IN FAVOR OF GOVERNMENT HOUSING, 
(HIS BILL FINALLY PASSED, YOU REMEMBER.) 

THEREFORE, SENATOR TAFT IS A COMMUNIST. 

This argument was actually used by embittered members of the real 
estate lobby. It is, you see, entirely a matter of words, and has nothing 
to do with physical associations. 

It is the standard bludgeon of what we now call “McCarthyism.” 

COMMUNISTS OPPOSE CHIANG.

THEREFORE, THE STATE DEPARTMENT IS RUN BY COM-

The theory behind guilt-by-verbal-association is simple. Once grasped, 
no honest mind would ever again credit any “proof” based upon it, 

ery person has many characteristics. People are tall, medium, blond, 
brunette, male, female, radical, conservative, Catholic, Jew, American, 
Negro, white, Mexican, fat, lean, quick-tempered, literate, illiterate, and 
so on, indefinitely. Furthermore, no two human beings, even Siamese 
twins, have identical characteristics. B is never the exact counterpart 
of A. 

The trick is to find a characteristic of A which is also a characteristia 
of B. As both A and B have literally tens of thousands of characteristics, 
a few are bound to be similar.

THEREFORE, THE POPE IS A COMMUNIST, OR; 

THEREFORE, STALIN IS A CATHOLIC, 

It can work either way, but usually, as in Gresham's Law, the direc 
tion is degenerative. .

BIG BUSINESS MAG ADMITS 
HUGE PRODUCTIVITY JUMP 


Workers’ productivity has sky- | 
rocketed. So says Fortune, the | 
$1.25-a-copy magazine of big busi-| 
ness, in a recent issue. 

That, says Fortune, is “perhaps 
the most startling and important | 
fact about the U. S. economy.” 

Output in the past three years has | 
risen more than a third as much 
as it did in the past 20 years, and 
that has been done with an increase 
of only 4 per cent in the work force 
in the past three years, Fortune 
points out. 

Calling the increase in production 
per man-hour “extraordinary,” For- 
tune says another sharp increase 
in the coming year is likely, and 
adds: “That increase may run as 
high as 5 or 6 per cent for both 
manufacturing and the whole econ- 
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omy. It is almost certain to be 
greater than the long-term or ‘nor- 
mal’ increase of 3 per cent for 
manufacturing and 2 per cent for 
the whole economy.” 

Even a 3 per cent gain, says For- 
tune, adds up to a _ $10,000,000,000 
offset to inflationary forces. A 6 


| per cent gain, would be equal to a 


$20,000,000,000 rise in output with 
the same manpower and production 
costs. 

This advance in productivity, says 
Fortune, could be sufficient to 
“carry the rising defense load with- 
out inflation.” 

What Fortune, does not point out, 
is that such an increase in produc- 
tivity should make possible higher* 
wages without an increase in prices, 
lower prices without wage cuts.
